Residents of the eastside neigh- 
bourhood have been critical of 
police, saying they don't seem to 
be in control of issues like drug 
sales, crime and violence there. 

Ward 2 Coun. Angie Desmarais 
brought a list of neighbours' con¬ 
cerns to council Sept. 28 and put 
forward a motion to create an East 
Village Neighbourhood Improve¬ 
ment Task Force. 

Her list of concerns included an 
increase in drug dealing, a crys¬ 
tal methamphetamine lab in the 
community, people living in sub¬ 
standard housing and violence, 
including a street fight where 
hammers were used as weapons. 

Healey met with Desmarais 
and the head of the drug unit at 
NRPS 3 District out of Welland, 


which covers Port Colborne. He 
said police have stepped up their 
visibility in the area in response to 
the concerns raised. 

He said bringing residents 
together for the task force will 
be helpful to police in resolving 
some of the issues raised. 

“That really provides us that 
community assistance that puts 
us in the right direction to help 
them address those issues," Hea¬ 
ley said. 

Many residents of East Village 
spoke about frustrations over a 
“known drug house” in the corn-

From hard work to harvest 



The apple harvest is here and 
local farmers say it's tastier than 

The apple season, which 
started with early varieties 
mid-August and is now seeing 
the more popular types come 
ready, is expected to continue 
until the end of October 


"We actually have some early 
apples, so we started harvesting 
in August. We have some early 
varieties that are delicious right 
off the tree,” said Kim Duffin of 
Duffln Farms in Fonthill. 

The early varieties might be 
great freshly picked, but Duf¬ 
fin said they don’t keep well 
— unlike the varieties picked 
now which will store and be 


sold fresh all winter long at 
the farm’s on-property market 

This year’s crop, Duffin said, 
is juicier and fuller-flavoured 
than other years. She said how¬ 
ever that a small amount of her 
crop saw some frost damage 
— an issue she said was worse 

the same volume of apples her 


farm does. 

“The quality of the apples 
is exceptional, the taste is out¬ 
standing however the challenge 
we had this year is we had some 
frost damage,” she said. 

"We were fortunate, we have 
enough planted of everything.” 

To the west of Duffin’s Fon¬ 
thill orchard, another apple 
farmer — DeVries Fruit Farm

DeVries said despite the frost 
some orchards experienced, 
this season has had ideal 
weather for apple growing.

thing’s just kind of worked out 
together,” DeVries said, adding 
that the warmer temperatures 

really helped the apple crop 
flourish. 

“This year in particular has 
been a really unique year for all 
the crops I think," he said, “The 
flavour has been fantastic.” 

Both farmers pick their 
apples by hand, waiting until 
the apple is at its ideal ripeness 
and colour before it leaves the 


“We thin by hand so then 
we do what we call spot pick¬ 
ing because in a tree, just like 
in nature, everything isn’t 
ready at once, so you have to 
be able to read the tree and 
take the apples off the tree 
(when they’re ready)," Duffin 
said. 

“All the apples are hand 
picked and we're checking 
the maturity of the apples on a 
weekly basis,” DeVries said. 

Checking the apples' matu¬ 
rity is mostly done, he said, with 
his taste buds. 

“If their flavour’s at what we 
think they should be at, then 
we pick them. A lot of it's look¬ 
ing at colour too,” he said. 

The apple season typically 
lasts until late October or early 
November. 

"Sometimes we're actually 
picking apples when the snow 
flies. We've been known to pick 
spy apples when it’s been trick¬ 
ling snowflakes. But usually the 
end of October, the first week 
of November sometime," Duf¬ 
fin said. 

And while the season for 
fresh apples may only last a 
couple of months for most peo¬ 
ple, the farm work doesn’t end 
when the last apple falls to the 
ground 

Winter months are spent 
pruning and tending to the 
orchards to ensure a successful 
harvest the following Fall. 

Niagara — known for its ten¬ 
der fruit and grape growing — 
doesn't have a large number of 
apple growers, said Kelly Cic- 
eran, general manager of the 
Ontario Apple Growers. 

“I think because it’s such an 
amazing location or spot for 
the tender fruit and the grape 
industry," Ciceran said. 

That’s not to say that it’s not 
a great spot for apple growing 
also, she said, as apples do best 
when surrounded by large bod-

It’s been a trying time for the tiny baby 
and his parents. And family and friends. 

Parker has remained at the Hamilton 
hospital since Sept. 27. 

Says Derek on Oct. 9, “I don’t even 
know how long that’s been because it’s 
such a blur." 

Mom’s healthy diet and lifestyle is 
credited with Parker being a good size at 

Still, the condition of placenta previa 
made for the crisis in which he found 
himself. Parker’s placenta — it provides 
oxygen and nutrients and removes waste 
products from a baby's blood — was pre¬ 
cariously below him. 

Since his emergency delivery is still 
considered to be in critical condition. 

But Dad says Parker is showing 
"incredible progress." He's breathing now 
with a CPAP machine — continuous pos¬ 
itive airway pressure — at 21 per cent of 
the air that those keeping watch over him 
are breathing.

“The support of the McMaster staff, the 
nurses, it’s been second to none, even in 
terms of taking care of Mom and Dad.” 

The same is true, Derek adds, for the 
people at Ronald McDonald House, 
where Mom and Dad have stayed just a 
block away from hospital. 

“I've never really understood what 
these (RMH) places are, but I do now,”

He says it's the common bond of hav¬ 
ing a child in medical distress that unites 
the parents there. They rely on each other.

Jennifer 
is a dental assistant at the Besma Fam¬ 
ily Dental Centre at the comer of Lincoln 
Street and Riverside Drive. 

The couple had been planning for a 
July 2016 wedding. 

“With everything we're going through 
with this, we've put it on the back- 
burner," Derek says. 

For now, Parker is their No. 1 priority, 
and his arrival home. 

Derek says that won’t be until at least 
Nov. 22, the day he was to be born.

Don Jail cells add eerie touch to haunt

It'll be a different kind of

For its sixth year, the annual 
Niagara Falls frightfest is add-

"The guy told me that these 
were the cells that the last 
hangings in Canada took place 
in,” he says. 

Opened in 1864 in Toronto's 
east end, the facility earned a

Don Jail. The doors and cag¬ 
ing, many with markings and 
names scrawled by actual 
prisoners, are part of an elab- 

sive Halloween attraction on 
Lundy's Lane. 

Owner Phil Van Kleef says 
he was contacted by the com¬ 
pany demolishing the prison, 
which closed in 2013. Know¬ 
ing the jail’s notorious history, 
he eagerly scooped up more 


prompting one judge to credit 
inmates three days against 
their sentence for every day 
served before trial. 

It’s estimated 34 men were 
executed at the prison before 
capital punishment was abol¬ 
ished in 1976. The last two 
hangings were carried out in 

"Definitely bad people were 
in here," says Van Kleef. “A lot 
of people say the energy in this 
building is intense. It’s one of 


the scariest attractions we 

concluded the jail was dan¬ 
gerously overcrowded and 
understaffed, creating a vio¬ 
lent, volatile atmosphere 

guards alike. A new section 
was opened in 1958, but it too 
suffered from unsanitary con¬ 
ditions and overpopulation. 
The original jailed closed in 

sion remained open until 2013 
when it was decommissioned 
and prisoners transferred to 
the new Toronto South Deten¬ 
tion Centre in Etobicoke. It 
was tom down last spring. 

The east wing was built to 
contain 276 prisoners. Near 
the end it was holding 620. 


The misery can be felt in the 
jail doors, with chipping paint 
barely hiding the cold, grey 
steel. Van Kleef left the jail rem¬ 
nants as is, and built a large 
wooden attraction around 
them called Escape from Mill¬ 
ers Penitentiary. Like every¬ 
thing at Haunt Manor, it will 
have live actors in costume to 
torment visitors as they wind 
their way through the dark. 

It's part of a 250,000-square- 
foot attraction that includes 
50 staff, six separate build¬ 
ings, a corn field and a hay 
ride. It takes about 90 minutes 
to complete, and crowds were 
already lined up for opening 
night Oct 2. 

Every year offers a different 
experience, he adds. 

"As long as you recreate your 


show, people come back." 

Every year it takes up more 
space at Campark Resorts, 
owned by Van Kleef's dad, 
Peter. He invested about 
$150,000 the first year, and 
has put in more than $500,000 
since. It led Fangoria Maga¬ 
zine to proclaim it “Canada's 
most terrifying haunted attrac¬ 
tion'’last year. 

Staff member Adam Martin 
is so into it, he custom-made 
his own $1,500 scarecrow suit 
for this year. The horror buff 
loves making even the tough¬ 
est looking customers scream. 

"I'm very serious about 
this.” 

But while the goal is to scare 
people, Van Kleef wants peo¬ 
ple to leave laughing. 

“The thing is, at the end of

the day everyone's got a smile 
on their face as they walk out 
to the parking lot.

“It’s fight or flight with peo¬ 
ple," he says. “Last year, my 
first scare, some lady punched 
me in the face.”
